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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Species V - "An Elevator Apparatus wherein drive machines are disposed side 
by side" - Figs. 8-9 

Species VI - "An Elevator Apparatus wherein first and second main ropes cross" 
-Figs. 10-11 

Species VII - "An Elevator Apparatus wherein first and second suspension 
sheaves are aligned to pass through center of gravity of the elevator car" - Figs. 1 2-1 3 

Species VIII - "An Elevator Apparatus comprising multiple deflection pulleys and 
a single counterweight" - Figs. 14-15 
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Species IX - "An Elevator Apparatus comprising endless ropes and suspension 
sheaves mounted to lower portion of the car" - Fig. 16-17 

Species X - "An Elevator Apparatus comprising one drive machine and one 
deflection pulley" - Figs. 18-19 

Species XI - "An Elevator Apparatus wherein the counterweight has a reduced 
width dimension" - Fig. 20 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
